Report of the Town Council 


DAVID TREFETHEN, Chairman 


The Town of Orono started the fiscal 1984-1985 year with the announce- 
ment that Bruce Locke, the Recreation Director for the past seven years, 
had been promoted to Town Manager. 


In July construction contracts were awarded for a new grit chamber at 
the waste water treatment plant and for repairs to the Chapel Road sewer. 


Due to the State Legislature changing voting district boundaries, the Town 
was required to establish new voting districts. This creates an inconvenience 
for some voters, but acceptance has been good. 


The Town received the deed for the Research Park property in August, 
and in October the construction contract was awarded. 


Contracts were awarded for reconstruction of Harrison Avenue and por- 
tions of Crosby and Hill Streets. Continuing its commitment to improving 
town sewers, the Council entered an agreement to make repairs to reduce 
the flow of storm water in sewer lines. A contract was also awarded for’ 
foundation repairs to the Anderson Community Center. 


In September Ken Hanscom was appointed Recreation Director, and in 
January Glenda Dow was appointed Director of Library Services. 


Groundbreaking ceremonies for the Research Park were held in November 
with Governor Joseph E. Brennan as keynote speaker. 


The Council approved the purchase of a new pickup truck for the fire 
department, and a new police cruiser. 


The area-wide solid waste project continued to progress and the Council 
voted to join the project. The Council also voted to proceed with planning 
for downtown revitalization. 


In May the Council accepted the offer of the Ben Sklar Wilderness Park, 
a 48-acre parcel of land off the end of Mainewood Ave. 


In summary, the Council has been working hard to balance the needed 
services with a reasonable tax level. We thank the entire crew of Town 
employees for their hard work and dedication to the welfare of the Town.

Report of the Town Manager 


BRUCE LOCKE 
Town Manager 


I am pleased to submit my first annual report to the Orono Town Coun- 
cil and the citizens of Orono for fiscal year 1985. This past year has been 
an extremely active and rewarding year in terms of new projects and plan- 
ning efforts. The successful completion of these projects is the direct result 
of many individuals cooperating and sharing their talents and interests in 
order to make Orono a better place to live. We are indeed fortunate to receive 
the benefits of outstanding local citizen participation in the governmental 
process. , 


Two new department heads were welcomed to our management team dur- 
ing the past year. Kenneth Hanscom, Director of Parks and Recreation; 
assumed his new duties in Orono in October and has valuable experience 
as a department head; Glenda Dow, Director of Library Services, assumed 
her new position in January and has served the Town of Orono faithfully 
in various capacities at the Library for many years. We are very fortunate 
to be able to attract individuals with these capabilities to the Town of Orono. 


The late summer of 1984 saw the completion of the Chapel Road sewer 
project and the completion of the grit chamber at the Treatment Plant. In 
the early fall, bids were awarded for the reconstruction of Harrison Avenue 
and Crosby and Hill Streets, with construction starting shortly thereafter. 
Other minor construction projects included installing stain glass windows 
and foundation repair at the Keith Anderson Community House, minor sewer 
repair projects on Bennoch Road and Main Street and the annual maintenance 
of streets and roads. 


In addition, the Council established a ten-year plan to reduce the Infiltra- 
tion and Inflow in our waste water collection system and authorized monies 
to implement the first year of the plan.

Two major projects, the Research and Development Park and the 
Downtown Revitalization Project, received a great deal of attention during 
this past year. A non-profit corporation was established in July to operate 
the Research and Development Park; the deed to the property was offi- 
cially transferred to the Town in August; groundbreaking ceremonies were 
held with Governor Brennan presiding; construction commenced in 
November; early in 1985 the first Operating Budget of the Research and 
Development Park was approved by the Town Council; in June of 1985 
L.D. 1142, a bill to promote Research and Development centers in the State 
of Maine was passed in Augusta and a 4.3 million dollar bond issue to con- 
struct such centers will be a referendum question for the voters in the fall 
of 1985. In addition, in June of this year, the Town Council authorized 
the Town of Orono to apply to the State Planning Office for a planning 
grant to develop an implementation strategy for the development of small 
business incubator facilities in the Research and Development Park and other 
locations in Orono. 


On April 10 the Town Council accepted the proposal of Roundy Develop- 
ment Services and Maineform Architecture, Inc. to provide downtown 
revitalization planning services to the Town of Orono. The planning proc- 
ess has been extensive, and has received a tremendous amount of citizen 
input. At this time the Revitalization Committee has not made their recom- 
mendations to the Town Council. 


In May the Town Council, after a great deal of citizen input, accepted 
the generous offer by David Sklar, of 48 acres of wilderness in memory 
of his father, Ben Sklar. The park will be known as Ben Sklar Wilderness 
Park and will be enjoyed by Orono residents for many years. 


The financial position of the Town of Orono is sound. Continuing ef- 
forts to expand our tax base should allow us to maintain our current levels 
of services and continue the Capital Improvement Program. 


During the past year, I have been extremely fortunate to receive a tremen- 
dous amount of support and assistance from Council Members, Depart- 
ment Heads, Municipal Employees and the Citizens of this fine Commun- 
ity. I am most appreciative of that support and hope it will continue as we 
face the new challenges that the coming year brings.

The function of the Town Clerk’s office is to keep accurate and perma- 
nent records of births, marriages and deaths of residents of the town. Cer- 
tified copies of these documents are available for $5.00 for the first copy 
and $2.00 for each additional copy of the same record. This office also 
issues marriage licenses, dog licenses and fish and wildlife licenses for 
residents.

The Clerk records the minutes of all council meetings and is responsible 
for conducting all elections. 


Dogs over six months of age must be licensed. A valid State of Maine 
rabies certificate must be presented as well as proof of neutering. A rabies 
certificate is valid for two years for licensing purposes. Licenses are due 
January 1 of each year. 


Free hunting and fishing licenses are available for residents over 70. Ap- 
plications can be obtained at the Clerk’s office. Licenses are issued by the 
Augusta office. 


Effective January 1, 1986, any person who applies for a Maine license 
to hunt with firearms, other than a juvenile license, shall submit proof of 
having successfully completed a hunter safety course or satisfactory evidence 
of having previously held an adult license to hunt with firearms in this state 
or any other state, beginning with the year 1976.

The Planning Board maintained a busy schedule during the year as it dealt 
with several proposals for subdivisions, multi-family housing, home oc- 
cupations, and ordinance amendments. The demand for housing units in 
Orono continues to be strong based upon the plans of developers. The board 
has given a great deal of effort to the review process to ensure that the 
development which takes place will contribute positively to the image and 
quality of life in the community. 


A Manufactured Housing Ordinance was drafted and approved by the 
Town Council to allow single family modular housing in the F&A zone 
in accordance with a recently passed State law. The Board also recommended 
an amendment to the ordinance to address the location and operation of 
Bed and Breakfast services. } 


The Sklar Wilderness Park became a reality following approval by the 
Planning Board and acceptance by the Town Council. The long term pro- 
tection of this natural area will very likely be of major significance to the 
residents of Orono as large adjacent parcels of land appear to be nearer 
to development.

During the year the Planning Board approved 16 units of elderly housing 
on Crosby Street, 45 units of multi-family in the Treetops Subdivision on 
Park Street, four units at the Thriftway, and the conversion of a building 
on Park Street from two to four units. In addition, preliminary approval 
was granted for the conversion of St. Mary’s School to low income hous- 
ing and the development of 44 units at Longwood Terrace, a planned unit 
development on Main Street. These approved plans, in addition to proposals 
currently before the Board, suggest that Orono is experiencing a sustained 
period of growth in population which may lead to future pressures on our 
schools, sewage treatment facilities, and other services.

The fire department responded to 435 emergency calls from July of 1984 
to June of 1985. 


The members of the Fire Department have put in 1,120 hours of training 
this year. This training is broken down between National Fire Academy; 
Firefighter I and II programs, in-house training, and other Fire School. 
The call department has had 1,900 hours of training. 


The Fire Prevention program in the Fire Department is an on-going day- 
to-day program which is coordinated with the State Fire Marshal’s office 
and the Town’s code enforcement. All department members take an active 
part in this area. | 


Equipment Maintenance 
Minor equipment maintenance is performed on a day-by-day basis. This 
covers areas such as oil changes, lubes, and other minor problems to the 
fire equipment and police cars. Records are kept on all equipment as to 
when oil and lube changes are due and on bulb replacement to help detect 
small problems before they become major ones. 
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Communications Center 
The dispatch center consists of four full-time operators and four part- 
time persons. The center is manned 24 hours a day, seven days a week 
and handles all in-coming calls for service for Police, Fire, and Rescue 


personnel, both for emergency and business calls. The center also handles 
the dispatching of the Veazie Fire Department.

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Civil Emergency Preparedness 


In 1984-85 Acting Director David Martin began the task of rebuilding 
the Civil Emergency Preparedness organization with new emphasis on local 
disaster planning. Considerable planning was involved and several staff 
meetings were held with Town, University and CEP personnel in attend- 
ance. During these sessions, various potential disasters were identified as 
well as problems that might follow such catastrophes. A Capability Assess- 
ment was completed for Orono and forwarded to State CEP for analysis. 
As a result of this Assessment, many deficiencies were identified and they 
will be addressed as funds, volunteers and other necessary resources become 
available. 


Orono experienced one potential disaster in October 1984 when a train 
derailment of sulfuric acid cars occurred. The Director was at the scene 
assisting in the clean-up, and all appropriate reports were filed with 
County and State CEP. In February a critique of the incident was held with 
CEP staff and railroad officials to discuss the accident and what procedures 
might be implemented in the future should such an incident again occur. 


Orono CEP has also been working with the Orono Rescue Squad to 
develop and implement a mass casualty plan. It is anticipated the plan will 
be completed in the fall of 1985. 


A revised Orono CEP Operations Plan, required by State and Federal 
agencies, will be completed in the next year. All other Civil Emergency 
Preparedness plans and programs are also being updated to conform with 
Federal requests so that the Town may continue to receive its share of 
Federal matching funds. During FY 84-85 the Director attended two train- 
ing seminars in Integrated Emergency Management.

I am pleased to submit my fifth annual report on the Orono Public Schools. 


The 1984-1985 school year saw a continuation of existing programs in 
the Orono Schools. It was a year of consolidation in preparation for the 
1985-1986 school year. In 1985-1986 both the Adams School and the Jr./Sr. 
High School are scheduled for a State required self-evaluation study. 
Together with this study, a School Improvement Plan will be prepared. 


The High School celebrated its 100th anniversary in June, 1985. In 
January, 1985, Orono High School was chosen as one of Maine’s four 
nominees for a federal Secondary School Recognition Program. Students 
and teachers at the High School and the Junior High School were recog- 
nized at both State and National levels for outstanding achievements. These 
achievements, too numerous to mention here, were reported in the June, 
1985 newsletter. 


1984-1985 saw a need to develop the Special Education Program. This 
need was met by adding a Director and staff to serve pupils with handicaps. 
This addition will become fully operational in 1985-1986. Also in 1984-1985 
the position of a full-time Athletic Director was established to manage and 
develop the Jr./Sr. High Program that involves more than half of the students 
in co-curricular sports activities.

In the area of curriculum a major emphasis was the science program. 
Last year was used to research and study various science texts; this 
culminated in our selecting the Holt Science Series for use in the Adams 
School.

During the 1984-85 school year we continued to broaden the computer 
education curriculum by involving some children at the primary grade level. 


We continued to benefit from Grant Aid Programs. We continued into 
the second year of a K-3 Grant which paid for a coordinator of a volunteer 
program where community people made manipulative and hands-on activities 
to be used by children and teachers in grades K-3. 


Mrs. Betty Carr, a third grade teacher, successfully applied for a 
classroom based State Grant. Her ‘‘Caldecott Reading Program’’ will em- 
phasize reading and art. The focus of the program is to show these relatively 
new readers (third graders) there is a wealth of excitement and stimulation 
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in reading. The Caldicott Award winning books selected will cover topics 
such as: Maine, Regions of the United States, Nature, Fables, Fantasy and 
Other Cultures and Folktales. 


Mr. Chris Chilelli successfully applied for a school based grant to build 
a greenhouse. This new structure would be used by children at a variety 
of grade levels and have particular application in the school Science 
Curriculum. 


I speak for myself and the school staff when I thank you and the com- 
munity for the degree of support which is shown to education in Orono.

Annual Report 
Orono Volunteer Rescue Squad 


Calendar 1985 found Orono Rescue matching its 1984 record run fre- 
quency, with 300 responses. As in the past, the squad handled whatever 
happened to people in Orono and Veazie (sometimes to more distant loca- 
tions in mutual aid), day or night, regardless of weather or other problems. 


The volunteer squad continued its intermediate level licensure, which is 
as high a quality of service as available in the area. It also increased its 
ability to provide advanced services, including monitor-defibrillator, in- 
travenous therapy and other high skills. Advanced life support is provided 
in each three-member shift, ’round the clock. 


The OVRS board of directors recently purchased the monitor-defibrillator 
which had been on loan to the squad from Eastern Maine Medical Center. 
Other needed equipment has also been procured as needed. 


A major improvement in 1985 was the acquisition of a new ambulance. 
It is a modular Type III ‘‘box’’ by MedTech on a heavy 1985 Ford chassis. 
The town of Orono contributed $15,000 toward the purchase price of 
$43,000. The OVRS board then added a new cot and a new 2-way 8-channel 
scanning radio totaling an additional $3,300. Beyond the town’s input, the 
rest of the investment came from squad income and contributions by 
townspeople. 


The new unit provides a much more reliable working platform, with 
greater comfort and safety for crew and patients. 


As the current chief of the squad, I would like to take this opportunity | 
to express thanks to several groups. 
-- To the Board of Directors of the Orono Volunteer Rescue Squad, who — 
manage the resources of the squad, and guide behind the scenes. 
-- To the members of the squad, who do any rescue task, under any 
conditions. 
-- To the police and fire personnel who protect and ‘‘back’’ us in so many 
situations. 
-- To the people of Orono and Veazie, who have been so appreciative 
and supportive of Orono Rescue since its inception nearly eleven years 
ago.

Between July 1 and November 1, the Public Works, Department was busy 
preparing streets for paving. During this time we also raised and repaired 
14 manhole tops, replaced two catch basins, lowered seven culverts, swept 
the streets, cleaned all catch basins, swept the sidewalks, replaced street 
signs, patched holes and supervised the painting of center lines and cross 
walks. Late fall is the time we pick up leaves, cut trees and remove stumps, 
and store winter sand. 


During the winter months, most of our time is spent plowing, sanding, 
and removing snow. When we are not involved with snow activities, we 
repair equipment and paint and repair the town garage. Last winter there 
were three plugged sewers which required our attention. 


In late April, we begin our spring clean-up of roads and streets. This 
spring we built the third float for the Goulds Landing boat launch facility. 
Several sewer projects were completed during late spring and early sum- 
mer: Chapel Road sewer project, Crosby Street storm drain, Hill Street 
sewer, Harrison Avenue sewer and storm drain, and Margin Street storm 
drain. Near the beginning of the Margin Street drain system, 130 feet of 
new culvert and 65 feet of six inch sewer were also installed. 
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There were 24 burials and five cremations at Riverside Cemetery this 
year. 185 stones were cleaned, repaired or raised. About 45 lots were 
repaired to correct sunken areas. Two roads were paved and plans have 
been drawn up to install drainage in the wet areas of the cemetery. All work 
at the cemetery is under the supervision of the sexton, Tom Dyer, under 
the direction of the Public Works Department.

Routine activities in 1985 included: Daily laboratory testing; preventive 
maintenance; equipment repair; thickening, de-watering, and transporta- 
tion of sludge; painting; housekeeping; energy conservation; and process 
control. 


Process control has improved with the help of the New England Regional 
Wastewater Institute and the D.E.P. Technical Assistance Program. Ef- 
fluent quality has improved, and we plan to improve it further. 


In November, Chris Prue passed the state examination and became li- 
censed as a Grade I-B (Biological) operator. At that time, Ray Pete passed 
his Grade III-B exam and is licensed at that level. Gary Brooks has been 
licensed at the Grade III-B level since November, 1983, and I have held 
a Grade IV-B license since May, 1979. The Orono WPCE is a Grade IV 
facility, requiring that the responsible official hold a Grade IV-B Operator’s 
license. 


The grit chamber project was completed on schedule in October. This 
addition appears to function quite well, and the mechanical equipment (clam- 
shell, hoist, and aerator) operate very well. 


It might be interesting to note that during the 42-month period from 
January 1982 to July 1985, the Orono WPCF received 2,753,883 pounds 
(1,377 tons) of suspended solids, and removed 2,314,092 pounds (1,157 
tons), or 84% of the solid pollutants. 


Taking these numbers into consideration, along with the fact that there 
are municipal WPCF’s in Millinocket, East Millinocket, Lincoln, Old Town, 
Orono, Bangor, Brewer, and Bucksport; and pulp/paper WPCF’s in all the 
above towns except Orono, Bangor, and Brewer, one can understand the 
improvement of water quality in the Penobscot river in the past two decades.

The year ending June 30, 1985 was another year of transition at the Orono 
Public Library. Carl Heidenblad left the library in December 1984 to take 
a library position in New Hampshire. Glenda Dow, the Assistant Director, 
was named Director in January 1985. In March, Jeanne Blake joined the 
staff as the Assistant Director after working several years at Fogler Library. 


During the-year 44,904 items circulated. Over 1,800 new titles were added 
to the collection, 130 were gifts and 42 were memorial donations. 513 new 
borrowers were registered during the year. 


The library continued to provide a variety of programs for children with 
funds provided by the Board of Trustees. During the summer of 1984 the 
Preposterous Puppets performed to a large audience. The Fun and Fantasy 
Theatre Group performed the play *‘The Wizzard of Oz’’ for parents and 
friends in August. In October Bruce MacMillan returned to do a program 
for the Junior High and adults. As part of Children’s Book Week in 
November, Tom Jennings, storyteller, did a program for the children. Dur- 
ing the year about 40 regular storyhours were presented by Children’s

Librarian Cindy Bridges. Attendance at these storyhours increased until be- 
tween 25-35 children were participating. During the Christmas season, the 
library held a Christmas sing-a-long for children and their families. In 
February Brownie Schrumpf helped the children decorate Valentine cookies, 
and Carol Williams presented a film about dental health. The theme for 
the summer reading program, which began in June, was ‘‘The Treasure 
Chest Reading Club.’’ Because of Staffing changes it was not possible to 
present the cooperative children’s author program with Asa Adams School 
in the spring. 

The library was once again chosen as a site for the Writers at the Library 
Series. This program brings four or five writers, either poets or fiction 
writers, to the library. The writers who read from their own works were: 
Carolyn Chute, Baron Wormser, X.J. Kennedy, and Helen Yglesias. The 
library is once again the site for the 1985 series sponsored by the Maine 
State Commission on the Arts and Humanities. 


Throughout the year the library continued to work with other commun- 
ity agencies including Adult Education and the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment. The ‘‘Books to People’’ book delivery service continued as a joint 
project of the library and the Orono Health Association. It also served as 
a meeting place for the Orono Quilter’s Guild, the Orono Conservation Com- 
mission, and several Adult Education classes. 


Bangor Public Library, as our Area Reference and Resource Center, filled 
about 100 requests from our patrons. Mainecard, a service to patrons of 
almost 100 libraries in the state, continued to allow our users to obtain a 
card from us which would allow them to borrow from any participating 
library without charge. Thanks to the Maine State Library’s Film Depart- 
ment we were able to continue to provide valuable service to our patrons. 
The film department sent us films weekly for our storyhour, the Orono Nurs- 
ing Home, the UMO Children’s Center, the YMCA Daycare. Through the 
Handicapped and Institutional Services Department we received a deposit 
of Large Print Books monthly. 


Our group of volunteers and Board of Trustees once again gave us much 
needed help. Without their continued support, the library would be unable 
to provide many of its services. 


On behalf of the Public Library staff, I would like to thank the residents 
of Orono for their continued support of this service.

I submit the following report to the citizens of Orono. 


A total of 1,987 visits were made by the Orono Nursing Service. These 
visits constitute both physical and emotional support. Visits include home 
health care, health promotion, maternal and child health education, blood 
pressure monitoring, emergency medical care in the home, counseling and 
social services. 


The 1984-85 project was a ‘‘Well Child Clinic.’’ This was held in April 
for infants to five years of age. Dr. Bruehl was the attending physician. 
‘Physicals were done and immunizations were given. The Orono Health 
Association Board assisted with this clinic. 


The fall flu clinic was well attended. Flu vaccine is offered in the Nurse’s 
Office for a minimal fee. It is requested that people check with their own 
doctor before receiving vaccine. 


A blood pressure clinic was held on Festival Day. This always proves 
to be a popular stop for “‘festival goers.’’ Blood pressure monitoring is 
also offered every Thursday A.M. in the Nurse’s Office on a walk-in basis. 


The Thanksgiving/Christmas holiday season is busy, assuring that peo- 
ple in the community are provided with food and gifts. The Kiwanis/Legion 
Christmas Party is a popular event for the children. 

The dental clinic continues every school year with five dentists par- 
ticipating. Funds for this clinic come from the Orono Thrift Shop, run by 
the Orono Health Association. Transportation for the children is provided 
by volunteers in the community. 


Once again, I thank the citizens of Orono for their support and to all the 
volunteers who contribute to making Orono a special community.

The Director staffs the Help Center three mornings a week with volunteers 
the other two. The hours are 9 a.m. to 12 noon. This seems to provide 
excellent coverage. 


We are in the 17th year of providing needed services to the residents of 
this community and promoting their good health and welfare. 


On January 22 an informal meeting on Drug and Alcohol Ed. was held 
at Orono High School, sponsored by the O.H. A’s Drug and Alcohol Abuse 
Committee. Mary Boyd, the Chairperson, had invited Ted Ruark, Technical 
Services Consultant of the Maine Department of Education, Division of 
Drug/Alcohol Educational Services. He spoke to a group of 25 interested 
citizens. In the Spring two members of the OHA Bd. attended the two-day 
fourth annual Drug and Alcohol Abuse Conference at Colby College. 


A Well Child Clinic was held April 9th in the Community House with 
Dr. Michael Bruehl giving the physicals. Five children were served. Dr. 
Katherine Musgrave supervised University students who provided infor- 
mation and nutritional snacks. 


The annual Blood Drive was held in August at the St. Mary’s Parish Hall. 
A total of 53 pints of blood was collected. 


Together with the Orono Nursing Service we sponsored a Flu Clinic in 
Sept. for senior Citizens. 


Our Volunteer Tea in October accomplished two things: Honoring our 
present volunteers and dedicating a plaque to Marion Sullivan’s five local 
children. The plaque reads: ‘‘THE MARION SULLIVAN THRIFT AND 
BOUTIQUE SHOP 1985’’ and now hangs over the door leading into the

This department offers a wide range of quality activities for the citizens 
of Orono. Volunteers play a key role in helping to provide these many. 
recreational opportunities. The Orono Youth Hockey program, through the 
dedicated efforts of the Orono Hockey Association, provides an excellent 
activity for over 100 youngsters. The summer baseball program, with the - 
assistance of numerous, energetic individuals, also provides an enjoyable. 
recreational experience for nearly 250 youngsters. A sincere thank you goes 
out to all the volunteers who assist the Parks and Recreation Department 
with these and our other programs. 


The 1984-85 year was very productive as over 100 activities were of- 
fered. Youth soccer, field hockey, flag football, Mini-Day programs, men’s 
basketball, women’s volleyball, open gym activities, hockey, PeeWee and 
Biddy Basketball, Tap and Ballet, and school vacation activities were among 
the Fall and Winter programs offered.

Annual Report 


JULY 1984—JUNE 1985 FISCAL YEAR 


The fiscal year was completed without serious difficulties other than the 
usual series of weather related breaks which were handled routinely. 


The building renovations started a year ago were completed essentially 
during the year. Fuel consumption in 1983-84 was half that of the 1977-78 
period though costs were about equal. The work during the winter in the 
garage area will further reduce consumption. 


The Trustees voted to authorize the purchase of a heat pump system from 
low bidder Solargy of Maine to further reduce long term costs to the District. 
This has been installed and is working effectively. During winter months 
a high capacity pump will be utilized because of the large quantities of water 
required when temperature differentials are small. 


The work was completed on installation of metering equipment for the 
Orono Research Park by the Old Town Water District. We will pay for 
the work over the next ten years as a part of the agreement regarding water 
service to the park. 


A major study was completed for the District by the A.E. Hodsdon 
Engineering firm. The study was completed as a first step in planning the 
capital improvements scheduled for the District. We were aware of the weak 
areas in the system but had no good analysis of the reasons. A.E. Hodsdon 
prepared complete analysis and maps of the system. Problems exist espe- 
cially in the Marsh Island portion of the District. The eight inch pipe be- 
tween Forest Avenue and Bennoch Road on Noyes Drive and the eight inch 
pipe from the Kelly Road standpipe to Main St. are two problems that need 
attention. 


Work may be possible soon in the Keily Road area because of the pro- , 
posed development west of the Medical building on Main St. This is the 
first priority for the District, second will be the Noyes Drive problem and 
finally the expensive job on College Avenue. Work can proceed only as 
our capital budget permits. 


The present liability insurance for the District is being temporarily pro- 
vided by the Cross Agency at the request of the Board. Our previous agent 
informed us during the year that he could not continue to provide coverage. 
The District has prepared specifications for our needs and has requested 
quotations from area agencies. A permanent agent will be selected later - 
in the year. 
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Mr. Frank Todd resigned from the Board because of illness and was 
replaced by Mr. William Aldrich by appointment from the Town of Veazie. 
The term will run through 1987. Mr. Richard Murphy was reappointed by 
the Town of Orono for a five-year term running through 1989. Mr. Stephen 
Murray was elected President of the Board for calendar year 1985.

Property Taxes 

Property taxes (real and personal, except vehicles) are assessed to the 
owner of record on April 1. On November 14, 1984 the taxes were com- 
mitted to the tax collector for collection. Taxes were due as of March 21 
and interest is assessed from March 21 at an annual percentage rate of 15%. 


The town’s tax assessment of $23.50 per $1,000 of assessed value in- 
cluded $ .60 for assessment of county taxes. County taxes are collected 
and forwarded as required. 


Taxes are recognized as revenues when levied to the extent that they result 
in current receivables. 


Taxes on vehicles are assessed to the owner of record on a staggered 
basis at times and rates established by the State of Maine. These taxes are 
recognized as revenues as they are received.

Report of the Town Council 


DAVID TREFETHEN, Chairman 


Fiscal year 1985-86 was a relatively routine year for the Town Council. 
A number of significant events took place, but a large part of Council time 
was devoted to usual issues. The Town Manager, Bruce Locke, should be 
given credit for the smooth operation of Town government this past year. 


In August, after lengthy debate, the Council voted to sign a thirty year 
agreement with PERC for solid waste disposal. This agreement will allow 
the Town to eventually close the current landfill. 


The Council awarded contracts for painting the Community House and 
repairs to the Town Garage. The Council reaffirmed its commitment to’ 
Senior Citizens by making extensive foundation repairs to the Senior Citizens 
Center, and studying the building to determine additional necessary work.. 


A well was drilled adjacent to the Town Office as a Civil Defense 
emergency measure. Contracts were awarded for replacement of portions 
of the Forest Avenue and Noyes Drive sewers. First steps were taken for’ 
major improvements to College Avenue and Bennock Road by signing: 
survey and design agreements with the Maine Department of Transportation. 


After extensive study and comparisons, the Council authorized purchase 
of a new ladder truck for the Fire Department. The Council also voted to 
change the name of the Research Park to the Maine Research and Develop- 
ment Park to give the Park a statewide connotation. A separate report of 
the Park activities is included elsewhere in the Report. 


Late in the fiscal year the Council authorized design contracts to correct 
recurring sewer problems in several parts of Town. 


The Council has strived to keep the needs and desires of all Town citizens 
in mind while debating the issues before it. The past year has seen 
appropriate moderation and balance. 


The Council would again like to extend its thanks to the entire Town staff 
for another year of dedicated and loyal service.

I am pleased to submit my second annual report to the Orono Town Coun- 
cil and the citizens of the Town of Orono for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1986. The past year has been a very busy and rewarding year in 
terms of new projects, planning efforts and renovation work completed. 
The successful completion of these projects was possible due to the excellent 
cooperation of Town Council members and dedicated municipal employees 
working together along with the patience and understanding of the citizens 
of Orono. 


The Town of Orono and the Orono call fire department will miss Johnny 
Nadeau who announced his retirement from the call department after 31 
years of dedicated service and John Blease who retired from the call depart- 
ment after 26 years of service to the community. These gentlemen exemplify 
the excellent community spirit that exists in Orono and we are truly ap-. 
preciative of their outstanding efforts to make Orono a better place in which 
to live. 


The fiscal year, 1985-86, brought renovation projects to municipal 
facilities. The Main Road from the Country Club to Gilbert Street was resur-' 
faced as were Woodhaven Drive, Kelley Road, and Essex Street. The first 
year of the Infiltration and Inflow Reduction Schedule in the waste water 
collection system was completed as was a substantial sewer line reconstruc- 
tion project behind Forest Avenue. 


In our ongoing efforts to renovate municipal buildings, the Keith 
Anderson Community House received a new exterior paint job and _ the 
Parker Senior Citizens Center chimney was repaired and the foundation 
walls reinforced. In addition, the Council authorized MDOT to extend the 
engineering of College Avenue from Munson Road to Park Street and 
authorized MDOT to do preliminary engineering work on Bennuch Road. 


. In December, the Town purchased a new police cruiser and new Christmas 
decorations for the downtown area. In January, 1986, the Town awarded 
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the bid for a new 110’ aerial ladder fire truck to replace a 1952 ladder truck 


which had been taken out of service due to structural damage. 


The Research and Development Park continued to receive much atten- 
tion from area officials. In July, George Gonyar was appointed by the Coun- 
cil to the Board of Directors of the park to fill the unexpired term of John 
Blake. In December, the name of the Research Park was officially changed 
to the Maine Research and Development Park. | 


During the past year, the Town has actively pursued various public fund- 
ing alternatives to construct a small business incubator facility at the Maine 
Research and Development Park. Working very closely with officials from 
the Board of Directors, Eastern Maine Development Corporation, Economic 
Development Administration, State Planning Office and the State Develop- 
ment Office, the Town has been able to produce a very attractive grant 
application and expects to receive a funding decision in the near future. 
In addition, the Board of Directors of the Maine Research and Develop- 
ment Park have initiated negotiations with a private developer for future 
development at the park. 


During the past year, the issue of the disposal of solid waste has con- 
tinued to keep municipal officials busy. In August, the Town Council 
officially contracted their solid waste disposal for the next thirty (30) years 
with the Penobscot Energy Recovery Company (P.E.R.C.) at the soon-to- 
be-constructed Orrington waste-to-energy plant. Shortly thereafter, the 
Council authorized a working subcommittee to explore the feasibility of 
Orono and Old Town jointly sharing a transfer station. The subcommittees 
of the two councils are currently considering the possibilities of such a 
facility. 

The Downtown Revitalization Committee continues to be active in try- 
ing to improve the appearance of the downtown business area and is in the 
process of developing a landscaping plan for that area. 


The financial position of the Town of Orono continues to be sound. 
However, the loss of Federal Revenue Sharing monies is now impacting 
on the local tax rate. If we are going to maintain our current level of serv- 
ices and continue the Capital Improvement Program, it is essential that we 
continue our efforts to expand our tax base. 


During the past year I have been fortunate to receive a tremendous amount 
of support and assistance from Council members, department heads, 
municipal employees and the citizens of this fine community. I am most 
appreciative of that support and hope it will continue in the coming year.

I am pleased to submit my 14th annual report to the citizens of Orono. 
Although many changes have taken place over the years, the function of 
the Clerk’s office remains basically the same. 


Fishing and hunting licenses are issued to residents providing they meet 
the resident requirements, which include residing in the state for three 
months, having a valid Maine driver’s license, vehicles registered in the 
state, and if registered to vote, registered in the town. Non-resident licenses 
may be obtained at local stores in the area. Free hunting and fishing licenses 
are available for residents over 70, disabled war veterans and paraplegics.. 


Dogs over the age of six months must be licensed. Licenses are due on 
January | of each year. A valid State of Maine rabies certificate which is 
not over two years old, must be presented as well as a neutering or pays 
certificate. 


The vital records of persons residing in Orono are recorded at this 
office. These include births, marriages and deaths which occur either in 
the town or while you are a resident of this town. Certified copies of these 


records may be obtained for-a $5.00 fee for the first copy and $2.00 for 
each additional copy.

On November 13, 1985, Robert K. Hutchings, Jr. was appointed a Police 
Officer which brought the department up to full strength. 


On July 11, 1985, Dale A. Sprowl was appointed a Reserve Officer. On 
July 12, 1985, Dain L. Bryant was appointed a Reserve Officer. On August 
17, 1985, Paul A. White was appointed a Reserve Officer. 


Training in firearms, CPR, new legislation, and other specialized areas 
continued throughout the year. A total of 1,166 hours of training was re- 
ceived by the full-time and reserve officers, and the Police Chief and is 
broken down as follows: 386 in-service hours, 480 hours for one officer 
who attended the MCJA for twelve weeks, and 300 hours for three reserves 
who attended the 100 hour Reserve Officer’s School. Ptl. Forrest F. Davis 
was awarded the Advanced Officer’s Training certificate. 


The Orono Police Department answered a total of 5,140 calls for service 
as compared to 3,798 in 1984/85 for a 26% increase.

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The largest percentage of the Fire Department calls occurred on Friday, 
Saturday, and Monday. Of these calls, more than 60% of them fell bet- 
ween 10 a.m. and 6 p.m. Over all, 75% of all fire calls occur between 
10 a.m. and 9 p.m. 


Training 
Training in the fire service is an on-going program for the Fire Depart- 
ment in order to keep up with new and more efficient techniques of 
firefighting. 75% of this training is done in-house. Other fire courses at- 
tended were State Fire Service training, E.M.V.T.I., and the State 
Firefighter Academy. 


Equipment Maintenance 
Minor equipment maintenance is performed on a day-by-day basis. This 
covers areas such as oil changes, lubes, and other minor problems to the 
fire equipment and police cars. Records are kept on all equipment as to 
when oil and lube changes are due and on bulb replacement to help detect 
small problems before they become major ones. 


New Program on Dealing with Juvenile Firesetters 
The department has become more involved in helping parents with 
children who have probelms with fire setting. During the past year we have 
worked with four families in the area with excellent results. Three out of 
the four families have had no further problems. A member of the depart- 
ment who heads up the program has attended training seminars on how to 
deal with these problems. 


Communications Center 
The Dispatch Center consists of four full-time operators and four part- 
time persons. The Center is manned 24 hours a day, seven days a week 
and handles all in-coming calls for service for Police, Fire and Rescue per- 
sonnel, both for emergency and business calls. The Center also handles 
the dispatching of the Veazie Fire Department. 


The Dispatch Center handled 5,968 calls for Police, Fire, and Ambulance 
this year. This does not include calls for information from the public. The 
Communications Center also receives after business hour calls for the Water 
District and other Town departments. 


The Communications Center keeps a typewritten and handwritten record 
of all calls received. They are responsible for entering and retrieving in- 
formation from the computer. The Communications Center keeps a line 
of communication with other state and local agencies in times of emer- 
gency. One of our dispatchers received a commendation for saving the life 
of a subject threatening suicide who resided in another community. 


Administrative Assistant 
The Administrative Assistant serves both the Police and Fire Department.

She handles phone calls for both Chiefs, filing and care of personnel records, 
and assists in the handling of both budgets. All police and fire cor- 
respondence is handled through this office. The coordination and setting 
up of training seminars is handled by the Adminstrative Assistant. The typing 
of all reports such as arsons, fatalities, etc. are done in this office. The 
Administrative Assistant also assists in the communication center in times 
of emergencies.

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Civil Emergency Preparedness 


During 1985-86, rewriting and upgrading of plans continued, with the 
emphasis firmly on disaster planing, as opposed to planning for nuclear 
attack. It is apparent that the majorit,' of Orono residents do not favor nuclear 
attack planning, and we are not, therefore, expending public funds in that 
area. 


New federal planning guidelines have helped to make the planning proc- 
ess easier, and we are now also receiving some very welcome assistance 
from the State CEP planners. 


A specific project nearing completion is the preparation of extremely 
detailed, large scale maps of the town. These maps include for example, 
all woods roads and trails. We hope to merge these maps with the Fire Dept’s 
street maps, which show individual houses. The end result will be a set 
of maps that can be used for such purposes as the detailed evacuation plan- 
ning required to deal with hazardous materials accidents, fire department 
preplanning, detailed plotting during actual emergencies, and locating and 
accessing remote forest fires. 


An upgrade project to bring the Emergency Operations Center (EOC) 
up to federal standards has been completed. This project included installa- 
tion of a larger fuel supply for the municipa) building emergency generator, 
and installation of a well to provide the building with an independant water 
supply. Also included was the purchase of a portable base radio, which 
will enable us to relocate the operations center, should the municipal building * 
become untenable, as might easily occur due to a wide range of forseeable 
problems, such as a hazardous materials transportation accident in the | 
downtown area. This radio can also be used should the regular base radio 
become inoperative, and can be used at the scene of an emergency as a 
command post radio. 


Inadequate space in the EOC is a major problem. CEP shares the room : 
with the police dept. and the needs of the two often conflict. We are work- 
ing with the Police Dept. to resolve these problems as best we can, but 
there is no really satisfactory solution within the existing facilities. A fur- 
ther problem is that the emergency generator does not provide adequate 
power to light some portions of the building that we must use during 
emergency operations, nor to power the kitchen, making feeding a difficult 
problem. Several alternative solutions for this problem have been pro- 


posed, and we are currently studying them, in an effort to pick the most 
economical. 


Dwindling Federal funding is forcing CEP to try to do more with less, 
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but we believe that we are meeting this challenge, and will continue to pro- 
vide Orono with constructive disaster planning and coordination. 


Hurricane Gloria, although not the threat that it might have been, proved 
to be a good test of the town’s disaster response. The cooperation among 
departments and personnel was outstanding, and provided Orono’s residents 
with an excellant level of emergency services. A critique following the opera- 
tion revealed many strong points, and several weak points, all of which 
have subsequently been corrected. 


As emergency planning continues and crystallizes, we will do our best 
to keep the citizens of Orono informed.

Superintendent of Schools 
DR. JOSEPH T. MATAVA 


I am pleased to submit my sixth annual report on the Orono Public 
Schools. 


During my seven years as Superintendent of Schools I have had a special 
and unique opportunity to observe the Orono schools in action. The over- 
whelming image that I wish to report is that of a competent and caring staff. 
I have seen teachers, aides, principals, cooks, coaches, secretaries, custo- 
dians and, in particular, Harold Thompson, our Orono maintenance super- 
visor, more often than not extend themselve: to assure a positive atmosphere 
for young people. At times these good people performed under trying cir- 
cumstances in a way that showed a genuine professionalism and sincere _ 
caring. Their work has usually been unheralded because good work, par- 
ticularly in benefit of young people, has become an expectation, a routine 
matter. Further, their individual positive, supportive acts have been done — 
typically in a not-readily-visible arena, and done constantly in response to 
the many needs that present themselves almost minute by minute both dur- 
ing and after the regular school day. 


During 1986, a Committee formed to prepare a School Improvement Plan. — 
This Plan, a comprehensive statement of goals and objectives for the next 
five years will set in motion, starting in 1986-87, a series of improvements 
in all functions of the schools, from curriculum to maintenance. The Plan 
Committee, charied by Madeline Clement, Curriculum Coordinator at the 
Asa C. Adams School, is to be commended for a thorough and comprehen- 
sive study and review of the school system. To effect the Plan, a require- 
ment of the Educational Reform Act of 1984, additional expenditures will 
be required over the years to improve both services and facilities. 


Joining the goals of the School Improvement Plan are other requirements 
that will cause greater expenditures over the years. Notably, among these 
are the new teacher certification law and gifted and talented programming. 
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Long range plans at the State level include increased State funding to meet 
additional expenses caused by the Reform Act of 1984. 


Enrollment is beginning to slowly increase at the elementary schooi level. 
This increase as well as different uses of existing classrooms for special 
purposes, such as special education, will cause some overcrowding in the 
next few years. The School Committee will need to address space needs 
in school year 1987-88. Further, existing buildings primarily the Adams 
School and the Junior High School will require continued maintenance at- 
tention. The new High School addition has been in use for five years and 
will be needing more maintenance time. 


Orono students have continued their record of high achievement.

Since the opening of school in September we have had thirty-two students 
enter school. During that time our overall K-6 population has increased 
from 379 to 384 students. This would support the premise that our school 
population is rather transient. This makes it all the more imvressive that 
the school staff is able to provide so much quality instruction in settings 
which require cohesiveness of group participants. 


A major effort of the staff this year has been twofold. First has been the 
use of teaching/learning models which focus more on the skills of think- 
ing. Second has been to direct energy toward the study of School Improve- 
ment Plan (SIP) goals. Among the SIP goals worked with have been: ver- 
tical curriculum coordination, a developmental early childhood education 
program, the need for K-6 teachers to have increased planning time 
available, the review of K-6 discipline guidelines and the development of 
a comprehensive Gifted/Talented Program. 


As a staff we continue to make use of University resources particularly 
as it applies to our reading programs. We continue to have staff involved 
in the writing of State Grants for this school. One of the several has been 
the Grant for our school greenhouse. This was written and proposed by 
Mr. Chilelli and Miss Clement. A special thanks to Mrs. Jackie Tuell, a 
community person who spearheaded the effort to raise $5,000 in local match- 
ing funds. I would also like to acknowledge the American Legion and 
Kiwanis Club for providing substantial contributions to this project.

EVENTS OF IMPORT 
Two significant events occurred during this year. 


First, a new ambulance was placed in service. The ambulance was ac- 
tually purchased in the Spring, 1985, however, changes in the delivery date 
and the process of outfitting it with the squad’s equipment delayed the ac- 
tual introduction into service until July, 1985. The old ambulance, purchased 
in 1974, was sold in June, 1986. 


Second, after a long and illustrious career with OVRS, O. Lewis Wyman 
resigned from the squad. Lew was one of the founding members of the 
squad. During his tenure as squad member, he served as President of the 
Board of Directors, Assistant Chief of Operations, and finally as Chief of 
Operations. Lew gave notice of his intention to resign in January, 1986 
and was replaced by William A. Halteman in March. Lew was a tremen- 
dous asset to the squad and, through it, to the town. He will be sorely missed. 


OPERATIONS HISTORY 


Last year, 1985, was closed with exactly 300 calls. As of June 30, 1986 
there had been 145 calls. This projects to 290 calls for 1986. If the projec- 
tion holds true, this will be the third year that approximately 300 calls have 
been received. This number is a substantial jump over what was received 
prior to 1984, suggesting that something changed in the community in late 
1983 or early 1984 that has caused an increase in the number of calls. 


For the first half of 1986 (data for 1985 were unavailable), the 145 calls 
resulted in 148 patients and of those, 103 (70%) were transported to the 
hospital. This transportation percentage is comparable to previous years. 


Staffing has become a serious problem. In 1980, there were 40 active 
members, in 1983, there were 25, during last year the number dropped 
to 15. In spite of the low staffing, the ambulance was never unavailable 
for lack of a crew. For the first half of 1986, about 9,000 man-hours were 
served by the squad. This number is down by about 25% from previous 
years and reflects the fact that there were many more two person crews 
last year. Of those hours, 50% of the time was contributed by 25% of the 
members and 80% of the time was contributed by 50% of the membership. 


FUTURE PLANS/GOALS 


The recruiting and training of new members is first priority for the up- 
coming year. Brochures and signs, inviting participation, have been printed 
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and distributed. The possibility of offering the basic training course through 
Continuing Ed. at the high school is being explored. It is hoped that these 
efforts will produce about ten new members. A continuing roster of 30 
active members is the long range goal. 


Additional plans include the purchase of new equipment and the funding 
of advanced training in order to enhance our service to the community. 


CONCERNS OF THE CHIEF 


My concerns involve only the recruitment problem. It is my opinion that 
OVRS has faded from the public view. We have been in town for twelve 
years, have been there when called, and have given exceptional service. 
As a result, the townspeople have turned their attention to other concerns 
and the service is taken for granted (not unappreciated, but still expected 
to be there when called for). OVRS must work to increase public awareness 
of its presence. This awareness should not be developed from a doomsday 
perspective (OVRS is going to collapse tomorrow) but from an active in- 
volvement perspective (OVRS is the town’s service, and every able citizen 
has the responsibility to work to keep it active). The idea, I believe, is a 
good one, but implementation will be difficult, if not impossible. As a first 
approximation, I intend to make recruitment an active and never ending 
part of my job. 


Finally, I would like to thank those to whom this report is addressed for 
their support of OVRS.

For the past year the Public Works Department was busy in its normal 
routine of cleaning streets, sidewalks, catch basins, replacing culverts, and 
preparing streets that are to be paved. The following streets were paved 
this year: College Heights, Riverdale University Place, and Hill Street. Ex- 
tension Street, Mountainview Drive, Frost Lane, Erin Place, Edgewood 
Drive, Kelley Road, Peters Street and the Town Office parking lot will be 
paved in the spring. 


Also during the summer, the street sweeper had a serious rust problem 
and was unable to complete sweeping the streets. H. E. Sargent was con- 
tracted to finish the sweeping. Other jobs that the Public Works Crew com- 
pleted were the storm drain from Pond Street to Hill Street, and a new 
drainage system at the end of Woodland Street. Several dead elm trees were 
also removed by Public Works. 


A new 1/2 ton pick-up truck was jointly purchased for Public Works and 
the cemetery. The vehicle will be used at the cemetery in the summer and 
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by the Public Works in the winter. This truck replaces the 1978 1/2 ton 
pick-up from Public Works and the 1978 3/4 ton pick-up of the cemetery. 


For the fiscal year 1985-86, the cemetery division reported 57 burials 
and 3 cremations. There were also approximately 200 stones cleaned and 
repaired, as well as nearly 800 feet of underdrain pipe installed to alleviate 
a wet area. All the drainage work was done by the sexton, Tom Dyer, under 
the direction of the Public Works Department.

I am pleased to submit my report for Fiscal Year 1986. 


Capital improvements funded in F.Y. ’86 included a pickup garage/storage 
building and capacitor installation. Capacitors are needed in our larger elec- 
tric motors to lessen the power demand which will not only allow for more 
efficiency, but will prevent Bangor Hydro from levying a 12% penalty for 
our low power factor. Installation is scheduled for the autumn of 1986. The 
building addition is under construction at this writing. 


Sludge generation in F.Y. 86 increased 27% over F.Y. ’85 with two 
noticeable results: Increased costs and improved effluent quality. The follow- 
ing table suggests a nearly direct correlation:

As can be seen over the four-year period, while sludge generation in- 
creased by 105%, permit violations decreased by 96%. 

Recent studies by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, the Water 
Pollution Control Federation, and the General Accounting Office indicate 
that over fifty percent of the waicr pollution control facilities nationwide 
were failing to meet their discharge permits. The Orono W.P.C.F. has been 
in the non-compliance category for sometime, but with the technical 
assistance of the Maine Department of Environmental Protection and the 
desire of the crew and myself to do our best, this facility is achieving its 
goal of improving the water quality of the Penobscot River.

The year ending June 30, 1986 was a very busy year at the Orono Public 
Library. Circulation increased by 6.3%, and 605 new cards were issued 
to new patrons. 1,462 new books were added to the collection; of these 
38 were memorial donations. 


With funding provided by the Board of Trustees, the Orono Women’s 
Club and the Kiwanis, a variety of programs were provided for children 
during the summer of 1985. The Lion Witch Puppet Theater provided special 
entertainment for 75 children, in addition to the regular summer storyhours 
and reading club. Beginning in September the weekly storyhour moved to 
3:15. p.m. on Thursday afternoon. In December Laurie Rose was hired to 
replace Cynthia Bridges as children’s librarian. Because of many requests 
by parents, a toddler time for 2-3 year olds was begun in May on Tuesday 
mornings at 10:15. In June Martin Steingesser was the visiting author in 
the cooperative program presented yearly by the public library and the Asa 
Adams School. 


The library continues to be a site for the Writers in the Library series 
sponsored by the Maine Arts Commission and The Maine State Library. 
During the 1985-86 series David Budbill, Mark Smith, Constance Hunt- 
ing, and Willis Johnson read from their works. In addition the library spon- 
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sored three other programs for adults; ‘‘Equal Rights for the Washburn 
Women,”’ presented by the Norlands Living History Center; *‘Growing 
Old Varieties of Fruits and Vegetables,’’ presented by Gleason Gray of 
the Extension Service; and ‘‘Reading to Children,”’ presented by Jan Kristo 
of the University of Maine. 


Throughout the year the library continued to work with other commun- 
ity agencies and groups, including Adult Education, Parks and Recrea- 
tion, The Orono Women’s Club, and the D.A.R. Several members of the 
community received books through the ‘*Books to People’’ program.

The Library Board of Trustees, which include Sarah Clark, Charles Russ, 
Andrew Abbott, Priscilla Heney, Kathy Schilmoeller, and Jere Armstrong, 
established an endowment fund in memory of Vera I. Hill, the Public 
Librarian in Orono for twenty-five years (1949-1974). The interest from 
this fund will be used to purchase books for the library collection. 

Our trustees and volunteers once again gave us much needed help. Without 
their continued support, the library would be unable to provide many of 
its services.

I submit the following report to the citizens of Orono: 


A total of 2,026 visits were made by the Orono Nursing Service. These 
visits constitute both physical and emotional support. Visits include home 
health care, health promotion, maternal and child health education, blood 
pressure monitoring, emergency medical care in the home, counseling and 
social services. 


The fall flu clinic was well attended. Flu vaccine is offered to citizens 
. of Orono, 65 and older, in the Nurse’s Office for a minimal fee. Along 
with getting immunized our senior citizens were able to have their blood 
pressure taken and learn about good nutrition from University students. 


Blood pressure monitoring is done every Thursday morning from 
8:30-9:30 a.m. in the Nurse’s Office. This is for anyone concerned about 
his/her blood pressure or for those whose Doctor wants blood pressure 
monitored between doctor visits. 


The Thanksgiving and Christmas holiday session is busy, assuring that 
people in the community are provided with food and gifts. The 
Kiwanis/Legion Christmas party is a popular event for the children (and 
the adults). - 


Orono’s dental clinic continues each year—supported by the Thrift Shop. 
Five area dentists participate and volunteers transport eligible children. 


My thanks to the citizens of Orono for their support and to all the 
volunteers who make this a special community.

In 1969 the Orono Health Association began its work. These were its 
goals: 


1. To centralize and coordinate where feasible all health and welfare 
services in the town. 

2. To compile information on all existing health and welfare services 
in the town and surrounding areas and to make the services known. 

3. To establish a volunteer corps to aid the Town Nurse and Town Health 
Officer; and to serve the residents of Orono. 

4. To keep abreast of the health and welfare needs of the community; 
to provide services and clinics as the need arises. 

5. To devote all profits to the above purposes. No profits shall accrue 
to any member. 


Our officers are Helen Freeman, President; Mary Whitworth, Vice Presi- 
dent; Helen Piper, Secretary and Diana Russ, Treasurer. Sarah Hasbrouck 
is our Trained Family Aid coordinator and Iris Brown represents the Thrift 
Shop on our board of directors. Sue Clapp is Director of our Help Center 
which operates out of the Town Hall on Goodridge Drive and is staffed 
Monday thru Friday from 9:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon. 


The Help Center coordinates all our regular programs which include 
delivery of Meals for Me, providing drivers for medical appointments, — 
Books to People program, which delivers books to shut-ins with help from 
Orono Public Library, a child car seat facility in which car seats can be © 
purchased and paid for on a monthly basis, and the Loan Closet located 
at the Thrift Shop, in the old Birch Street School where residents of Orono 
may borrow medical equipment of all kinds. Sue is our only paid worker ~ 
and does a great job for us all. 


All of our programs are carried out by a devoted staff of volunteers. We 
are not subsidized nor are we affiliated with any other agency so our workers 
are really volunteers in the true sense of the word. We are funded by the 
Marian Sullivan Thrift Shop and by donations from town groups and in- 
dividual donors. We recognize our volunteers every year at a coffee hour 
in October and at our annual meeting in May. New volunteers are welcome. 


Several projects are ongoing throughout the years: 


THE DENTAL CLINIC, whose chairman is Helen Piper serves children 


in the Orono Schools who are in need of dental care. This year 37 children 
were helped. 
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THE MS GROUP, chaired by Priscilla Osberg provides daily care for 
an MS victim. 


THE ABC BOOK which lists alphabetically the various Social and Health 
Services provided in the Bangor area. We publish and distribute this book 
every year and hope it has been a help to many people. 


ANNUAL BLOOD DRIVE each year in August at St. Mary’s Church 
in conjunction with the Red Cross. 


This year there were two special events. In February we held a most suc- 
cessful Fashion Show/Luncheon. Dawn Halsted coordinated the Fashion 
Show using clothes from the Thrift Shop and models from our volunteers. 
The delicious luncheon was handled by Dot Turner with, again, the help 
of many volunteers. 


In October we sponsored a Doll/Teddy Bear Clinic for grades 1-3 at the 
Asa Adams school. Two hundred twenty-eight children participated as well 
as a vast variety of dolls and stuffed animals. We would like to thank Bev 
Styrna and Madeline Clements for planning and arranging this event which 
we hope allayed the fears that many children have about visiting the doctor. 


We could not provide these services without the interest and support of 
many community groups and are most grateful for their help.

It is my sincere pleasure to submit to the citizens of Orono my second 
annual report of the Parks and Recreation Department for the 1985-86 year. 


This department offers a wide range of quality activities for the citizens 
of Orono. A sincere thank-you goes out to all the volunteers who assist 
the Parks and Recreation Department in making many of these programs 
so successful. 


Summer programs included our very popular playground program which | 
had 103 children registered, with an average daily attendance of 45. 14,725. 
citizens enjoyed the Nickerson Swimming Pool with 242 youngsters receiv- 
ing American Red Cross swim instruction. The pool schedule includes adult 
swims, handicapped swims, parents with toddlers swim, and wading pool 
activities. Other summer programs included girls and boys basketball clinic, 
girls fast pitch softball, adult and youth tennis lessons, lassie league soft- 
ball, baseball, adult softball league, Festival Day Road Race and Fun Run, 
soccer clinic, Hershey Track and Field, and other special events. 


Fall and Winter activities included Youth Soccer, Flag Football, Cap- 
ture the Flag, Field Hockey, Introductory Soccer, Men’s Pick-up Basket- 
ball, Women’s Volleyball, PeeWee and Biddy Basketball, Open Gym 
Activities, Outdoor Recreational Skating, Tap and Ballet, School Vacation 
Activities, and the very popular Mini-Day program which included movies, 


ice-skating at Alfond Arena, and rollerskating. Average attendance at our 
Mini-Day activities was 85 youngsters. The highly successful Orono Youth 
Hockey Program had 111 youngsters participating this past year. Sincere 
appreciation is extended to the Orono Youth Hockey Association for the.r 
great effort in assisting us with this program. Our first ever Father-Daughter 
Valentine Dance proved to be a great success and we now look forward 
to this annual event. 


Spring programs included Indoor Golf Lessons, Arts and Crafts, School 
Vacation Activities, Balloon Stomp Games, Young Naturalists Trips, Mini- 
days, and Baseball Evaluation Day. Last year’s baseball program for 
youngsters between the ages of 6-18 saw 240 participating. The program 
includes T-Ball, Farm League, Youth League, Olympic League and Babe 
Ruth League. 


The Orono Parks and Recreation Department is responsible for main- 
taining and administering the Keith Anderson Community House, C.M. 
Parker Senior Citizens Center, Nickerson Swimming Pool, Webster Park, 
Marden Park, Sailor Development, Sklar Wilderness Park, Nadeau-Savoy 
Park, Municipal Tennis Courts, Outdoor Basketball Court, Outdoor Hockey 
Rink, St. Mary’s Ballfield and the High School Ballfields during the summer. 


Projects completed during the 1985-86 year included repairing the foun- 
dation of the Senior Citizens Center and painting the Anderson Commun- 

ity House. 

Projects planned for the coming year include renovations to the second 
floor of the Anderson Community House, and window replacement at the 
Senior Citizens Center.

JULY 1985—JUNE 1986 


The fiscal year was completed without serious problems other than the 
routine breaks expected in a system in which there are many old but still 
functioning underground services. 


The Trustees have reviewed a plan for orderly replacement and upgrading 
of the system. The priorities were presented to the Board in September 1985 
and the setting of priorities was approved. Much needs to be done but the 
Board is limited to the funds authorized each year. The Trustees agreed 
that the Noyes Drive project should be high on the priority list. Pipe was 
purchased with remaining funds available in 1985 to assure a good start 
on the necessary work in 1986. 


A careful review was made of the fuel use at the filter plant on Bennoch 
Road. The fuel needed to heat the building is excessive. The District has 
commenced work on several modifications designed to reduce the cost to 
maintain the facility. 


The Trustees recognized in late 1985 that a rate increase will be needed 
very soon. The Bangor District has increased its rates making this a critical 
- issue. We will be unable to operate without a serious deficit afver the com- 
ing year. Mr. Horton was contacted to prepare the necessary documenta- 
tion for the Public Utilities Commission. 


The District was presented plans for a new development in the general 
vicinity of Johnny Mack Brook. Maps were reviewed and discussion on 
location of pipes was concluded. The Trustees agreed to proposed loca- 
tions presented. No work was completed on this project during the 1985-86 
fiscal year. 


Mr. Stephen Murray was reappointed by the town of Orono for a five 
year term commencing in January 1986. Mr. Richard Murphy was elected 
to President of the Board for the calendar year 1986.

Orono Conservation Commission 


The Orono Conservation Commission’s revenue is generated solely by 
its monthly recycling program. The program has been active for twelve 
years. This year approximately 65 tons of newspaper were recycled, net- 
ting $1,300.00. Boy Scout Troop 47 lends assistance to the monthly recycl- 
ing effort and receives one-half of the Commission’s annual revenue. 


Spearheaded by John Libbey’s efforts, the Conservation Commission has 
a new, permanent storage facility in the town parking lot across from the 
Post Office. The building was constructed by the Orono High School shop 
students. 


Judy Markowsky, naturalist and member of the Orono Conservation Com- 
mission, working with the Orono Recreation Department led a number of 
nature walks for parents and children. The walks featured natural history 
highlights in Orono, such as woodcock spring courtship flights, local frog 
and salamander habitats. Bald eagles and carnivorous bog plants were 
featured as well. This series was a cooperation venture with the Orono Con- 
servation Commission and the Orono Recreation Department. 


The Conservation Commission was able to lend some financial assistance 
this year to the Asa Adams greenhouse project. Commission members also 
donated materials and technical assistance for the project. 


The Commission’s continuing commitment to preservation of quality of 
open space in Orono was realized by its support and active cooperation with 
the newly formed Orono Land Trust. Of particular use was the Conserva-’ 
tion Commission’s new, accurate, and up-to-date map of open space in 
Orono, produced by Sherman Hasbrouck. 


The Commission played a role in the 1985 acquisition of the Sklar 
Wilderness Park and continues to work with the Orono Parks and Recrea- 
tion Department towards the long term management of this area. 


Also, the Conservation Commission, in cooperation with the friends of 
Johnny Mack Brook, initiated the process of rezoning the banks of the 
upstream portion of Johnny Mack Brook to a resource protection zone. This 
process is still being deliberated by the Town Council.

Maine Research and Development Park 


In the two years since the organization of the Maine Research and 
Development Park, the Board of Directors has been very active in spite 
of the fact that there is no substantive evidence of progress toward the two 
primary goals of the town; i.e. increased employment and a broadening 
of the tax base from the development of the land. 


Much of the work of the Board in 1984 was dedicated to the passage 
of the telecommunication referendum which would have provided for the 
first building in the park. This referendum was defeated and these efforts 
were lost. 


The Board was then approached by a private developer who expressed 
an interest in the rights to market the land within the original guidelines 
of research and development. The Board spent several months in 1985 and 
"86 arriving at an agreement with a master developer. This agreement in- 
cluded a guarantee of a 25,000 square foot building to be constructed in 
1987, along with conditions which would offer completion of the project 
in a timely fashion. 


This agreement must be reviewed and approved by the E.D.A. in order 
_ to pursue this avenue of development. Hopefully this will happen soon, 
and the Park will become a major asset to the region.

The fiscal year 1986-87 provided some significant undertakings for the 
Town Council.

Mr. Paul Goldberg of Flagship Properties, Inc., became the master 
developer of the Maine Research and Development Park. As negotiations 
progressed the name was changed to the Maine Technology Park. I feel 
the commitment by Mr. Goldberg will relieve much speculation and lessen 
the tax burden.

Bruce Locke, our Town Manager, deserves much credit for making the 
Technology Park a reality.

The town is very fortunate to have Bruce, as his 
devotion and knowledge have been instrumental in the overall progress of 
Orono. 


After postponement of reconstruction of College Avenue, a temporary 
overlay was promised for the summer of 1987. Reconstruction plans began 
in the winter of 1986 and work should commence in 1988. 


Aerator covers were purchased for the treatment plant which will decrease 
maintenance costs and increase efficiency. 


Considerable discussion occurred concerning the direction the town will 
take to get its trash to the PERC facility in Orrington. A final decision is” 
forthcoming. 


The Senior Citizens’ Center continues to be improved as necessary repairs 
are budgeted for and completed. | 


The Council welcomed Daniel F. Lowe as Police Chief and wished David 
Dekanich well in his future endeavors. 
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The Town Council continues its program to maintain sewers and roads. 
The needs were addressed, engineering performed and construction occurred 
on problem areas. 


The charge of the Council is to debate, plan and decide many complex 
items that will benefit the Citizens of Orono. I would like to thank my fellow 
councilors for their insight and input on all issues. 


We are very fortunate to have our town staff and the Council sincerely 
thanks and appreciates each and every one for a job well-done.

Report of the Town Manager 


BRUCE LOCKE 
Town Manager 


I am pleased to submit my third annual report to the Orono Town Council 
and the citizens of the Town of Orono for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1987. Fiscal year 1986-87 has been a very busy and productive year in terms 
of new projects, planning efforts, and renovation work completed. The suc- 
cessful completion of these projects would not have been possible without 
the outstanding cooperation of Town Council members and dedicated 
Municipal employees working together with the citizens of this community. 


Capital projects completed during the past year include extensive exterior 
window replacement work at the Senior Citizens Center, interior drywall 
replacement work at the Keith Anderson Community House, sewer repair 
projects on Westwood Drive, Hamlin Street, Edgewood Drive and the 
Bennoch/Noyes area. Clarifier Covers were installed at the Water Pollution 
Control Facility and in May the Council authorized the purchase of aerator 
replacement units at the Treatment Plant. The Town Council contracted 
with Krumbhaar and Holt architectural firm to conduct a Municipal Building 
Space Needs Assessment. 


Solid Waste disposal and the Maine Research and Development Park kept 
town officials busy once again. Orono officials joined with Old Town officials 
and studied the possibilities of developing a joint solid waste transfer station 
to be shared by the communities. After a thorough study of the options 
available, Orono voted not to proceed with the joint Transfer Station and 
immediately began the task of developing specifications for municipal solid 
waste curbside pick-up and direct haul to the P.E.R.C. facility in Orrington. 
During the past year Orono also voted to become a member of the Penobscot 
Valley Refuse Disposal District. 


In February, the Research and Development Park Corporators voted to 
dissolve the Maine Research and Development Park Corporation and returned 
the management of the park to the Town. In March, the Town Council 
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authorized the signing of the Master Developer Agreement with Mainetech 
Development Company for the private development of the Research Park. 
Shortly thereafter, progress continued as the Concept Master Plan for the 
development of the park was adopted by the Town. The development of 
the Research Park is very close to reality at this time and will be a great 
help in stabilizing our tax base in the near future. 


In February, David J. Dekanich resigned as Chief of Police after 18% 
years of dedicated service to the citizens of Orono. In other police depart- 
ment matters, Daniel F. Lowe was appointed Chief of Police in May and 
in June the Council authorized the hiring of one additional full-time police 
officer for the department. 


In June, Thomas Bouchard announced his resignation as Chief Operator 
at the Water Pollution Control Facility after 10 years of dedicated service 
to the community. 


Other items of interest occurring in the past year include the purchase 
and installation of anew computer system for the Town Office, the presen- 
tation of the Boston Post Cane Award to Marcia Bailey, 94, at Orono Festival 
Day, the acceptance of Marsh Lane and Cromwell Drive as new Town roads, 
the observance of the 100th anniversary of the Orono Woman’s Club, the 
gala Bicentennial Celebration of the United States Constitution, the con- 
tinued efforts of the Downtown Revitalization Committee to improve the 
appearance of our Central Business District, and the presentation of privately 
raised monies to the Town by the Nickerson Pool Fund-raising Committee 
to purchase a swimming pool heat retention blanket for the community. 


The financial condition of the Town of Orono continues to be very 
positive. The overall long term indebtedness of the Town is relatively small. 
With the recent cut-backs in Federal funding representing a significant income 
loss to the community we must actively continue our efforts to expand our 
tax base in acceptable ways to the citizens of this community. 

In the past year I have once again been fortunate to receive outstanding 
support from Town Council members, Department Heads, Municipal 
employees, and the fine citizens of this community. To all of you, I sincerely 
say thank you. I greatly appreciate your support and hope that we can con- 
tinue to work effectively together as we address the problems that the new 
year is sure to bring.

On May 18, 1987, Daniel F. Lowe was appointed as Chief of the Orono 
Police Department. Chief Lowe has served in the field of law enforcement 
for seventeen years. 


On November 17, 1986, Ptl. Jeffrey L. Millard resigned from the Orono 
Police Department to accept a position with the Bangor Police Department. 


On November 19, 1986, Ptl. Robert K. Hutchings, Jr. resigned from 
the Orono Police Department to accept a position with the Brewer Police 
Department. 


On January 11, 1987, Paul J. Colley and Garry T. Higgins were appointed 
to the positions of Patrolmen for the Orono Police Department. These 
appointments brought the department up to full strength. 


Throughout the year, training in firearms, CPR, new legislation, and other 
specialized areas continued for all members of the department. A total of 
335 hours of training was received by full time and reserve officers. Three 
full time officers, Ptl. Heitmann, Det. Reynolds and Ptl. Davis, received 
their Advanced Officer’s Training Certificates and Reserve Officer 
Miragliuolo received his certificate for the 100 hour Reserve Course. 


The Orono Police Department answered a total of 6,581 calls for service 
this year compared to 5,140 in 1985/86 for a 22% increase. The depart- 
ment issued 801 citations during this time with a breakdown of 598 motor 
vehicle summonses, 133 criminal summonses, and 69 civil summonses.

The Orono Fire Department has a complement of 34.The staff breaks 
down as follows:

1 Administrative Assistant (Police & Fire Department both) 


The Fire Department responded to 516 emergency calls during the 
1986/87 year. The general breakdown of calls is as follows:

These calls reflect an increase of 5.5% over last year.

The largest percentage of the Fire Department calls occurred on Fridays, 
Saturdays, and Mondays. On these calls, more than 60% fell between 10 
a.m. and 6 p.m. Over all, 75% of all fire calls occured between 10 a.m. 


and 9 p.m. 


Training 
Training in the fire sevice is an on-going program for the Fire Depart- 
ment in order to keep up with new and more efficient techniques of 
firefighting. 75% of this training is done in-house. Other fire courses 
attended were State Fire Service training, E.M.V.T.I., State Firefighter 
Academy, and the National Fire Academy. 


Equipment Maintenance 
Minor equipment maintenance is performed on a day-by-day basis. This 
covers areas such as oil changes, lubes, and other minor problems with 
fire equipment. Records are kept on all equipment as to when oil and lube 
changes are due and on bulb replacement. This helps detect small problems 
before they become major ones. 


Juvenile Firesetter Program 
The Department has continued working with juveniles during this year. 
Two or more families were assisted during that time period. One family 
was referred to family counselling and the other family has had no further 
problems. 


Inspection Program 

The Fire Department is continuing with an on-going inspection program 
which includes fire extinguishers, fire protection systems, chimneys and 
wood stoves. Protection systems are done on a regular basis by a member’ 
of the department who inspects 51 buildings and 26 systems once every 
three months. The buildings that are inspected include apartment houses, - 
businesses, schools, and nursing care facilities. All chimney and wood stove 
inspections are done at the request of residents of the Town. 


Communications Center 
The Dispatch Center consists of four full-time operators and four part-- 
time people. The center is manned 24 hours a day, seven days a week and 
handles all in-coming calls for service for Police, Fire, and Rescue Person- 
nel, both for emergency and business calls. The Center also handles the 
dispatching for the Veazie Fire Department. 


The Dispatch Center handled 7,418 calls for Police, Fire, and Ambulance 
this year. This does not include calls for information from the public. The 
Communications Center also receives calls after business hours for the Water 
District and other Municipal departments. 


The Communications Center keeps a typewritten and handwritten record 
of all calls received. They are responsible for entering and retrieving in- 
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formation from the computer. The Center keeps a line of communication 
with other state and local agencies during times of emergency. 


Administrative Assistant 
The Administrative Assistant serves both the Police and Fire Department. 
She handles phone calls for both Chiefs, filing and care of personnel records, 
and assists in the budget process. The typing of all reports is done in this 
office.

Development of integrated emergency planning has continued through 
the past year, and, although the overall plan is far from complete, a functional 
system for emergency operations has been developed. 


This plan was put to the test by the April flood, and proved to be workable. 
Several weaknesses were discovered, the most important of which was the 
lack of a really good community resource inventory. The flood occupied 
most of our time for a period of two weeks, and emphasized strongly the 
role of CEP in emergency operations. CEP is NOT, and should not be, 
a response agency; the emergency field operations were handled more than 
adequately by a number of departments and volunteer groups, including: 

Fire Department 

Police Department 

Public Works 

Parks & Recreation 

Orono Volunteer Rescue Squad 

Dirigo Search & Rescue Association 

Daughters of Isabella (Feeding for emergency workers) 
Boy Scout Troup 48 

American Legion 

Orono Nursing Home (Made shelter space available) 


The role of CEP was a background role, including the following functions: 

—General coordination of personnel, equipment and other resources. 

—Coordination of public information. 

—Procurement of special resources outside of the normal municipal 
organization. 

—Coordination of disaster assistance information, including both public 
and private damage assessment. 

—Preparation of request for federal funding to cover public damages and 
costs. 

—Provided large dumpster in Basin Area, for removal of demolition debris 
and destroyed property. ji 

—Arranged for emergency mutual aid coverage of areas cut off by 
washouts on Forest Ave. 

—Arranged for sheltering of evacuees. 


Although Orono is mostly relatively high ground and therefore did not 
receive the degree of damage suffered by many other Maine communities. 
the situation was, nonetheless, serious. We beleive that the municipal and 
volunteer forces did an outstanding job. In particular, we tried very hard 
to make ourselves aware of, and respond appropriately to individual needs 
of those affected. 
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As has been the case throughout the municipal government for the last 
several years, lack of adequate facilities has been a severely limiting factor 
in our planning and preparations. We have taken several stop-gap measures 

to make the municipal building more adaptable to disaster operations, but 
these must be viewed as strictly temporary. Improved facilities are sorely 
needed, and it is our hope that these can be incorporated into whatever 
municipal space expansion plan is finally adopted.

The past year has been one of the busiest Public Works has known in 
a long time. 


Beginning in the winter, two snow storms, only days apart, nearly paralyzed 
the State and bankrupted most Public Works budgets. Orono has done 
somewhat better than other departments because of planning and conservation 
of its resources. Although outside help was needed to remove snow for 
several days, the Public Works Program was back on schedule within a 
couple of weeks. Although sand and salt supplies became critically low and 
equipment failed often, the Public Works crew managed to make it until 
spring. Just when all was going well, in came the flood of 1987 keeping 
Public Work crews busy day and night filling sand bags, repairing washouts, 
and trying to keep roads safe and passable. Several roads had to be closed 
due to the flood, including South Penobscot Street and Forest Avenue. 
Although Essex Street, going to Gould’s Landing was flooded for nearly 
six days; it was not closed. But severe damage was caused and six hundred 
feet had to be rebuilt. Also, culverts on Bennock Road were rebuilt. On 
Penobscot Street, the flood damaged the interceptor sewer along with a four 
foot culvert from the same area. All have been repaired. Because South 


ay 


Penobscot Street was under water for several days, the sewer system had 
to be cleaned by high pressure flushing. 


In late spring, the street sweeper developed serious problems which needed 
a great deal of time to repair. Therefore, street sweeping was contracted 
to private enterprise. At a later date is was decided to contract out the street 
sweeping for the next year. 


During the summer months, the crew spent most of its time repairing 
storm drains, catch basins, and sewer lines. 


In the cemetery division of Public Works there were 22 spring burials 
which was ten more than usual. Also due to the flood and the cemetery 
sexton being on sick leave, the cemetery season was slow in starting. In 
order to be ready for Memorial Day, it took men from Public Works and 
the crew from the Recreation Department to get the cemetery prepared. 
There were 52 burials and 11 cremations.

In February of 1987, we lost two of our four mechanical aerators to 
breakdowns. The council has decided to replace them with new two-speed 
units that will increase plant efficiency. These aerators will be operational 
by late summer. 


In March, Ray Pete resigned after five years employment. In April, David 
Keith of Bangor was hired to fill that position. David has seven years 
experience with the City of Brewer WPCF, and he has been a welcome 
addition to the crew. 


In June, the aluminum clarifier covers were installed, allowing for year- 
round maximum treatment, as well as providing protection of equipment 
from damage due to ice-over. 


Also in June, I submitted my resignation to the Town after ten years 
employment to enter the private sector as fine arts gallery director. It has 
been a privelege and a pleasure to serve the citizens of Orono, and I shall 
greatly miss the talented people with whom I had the pleasure of working. 


My successor, Paul Wintle, will prove to be a very capable Chief 
Operator. He was employed by the Town of Hartland for ten years as 
Superintendent of its WPCF, and, in my opinion, is up to any challenge 
he is likely to encounter here. I feel certain that under Mr. Wintle’s direction, 
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the Orono WPCF will continue to operate in an efficient and effective 
manner.

JULY 1, 1986—JUNE 30, 1987 


The fiscal year was completed with no serious problems in either of our 
two towns. The major issue resolved related to our need for a rate increase 


resulting from the increased costs of water purchases from the Bangor Water 
District. 


Our Auditor, Mr. Horton, on July 8, 1986 showed that we had held our 
expenses for the District to a level equal to the previous year but estimated 
that the new rates for water purchase would create a deficit situation during 
the current year. The district immediately began planning for a rate increase 
hearing as required under Public Utility procedures. 


We were advised by Mr. Horton that the reserve for standpipe painting 
was sufficient to permit the repainting of one of the Orono standpipes. The 
District made plans for the overdue repainting of the Kelley Road stand- 
pipe. In June 1987, the District trustees approved a motion to request bids 
on the job. In September, Mr. Horton returned to present his analysis of 
the needed rate increase for the District. The Trustees voted to accept the 
auditor’s suggestion for rate increase and established October 7, 1986 as 
the date for the required public hearing. 


The meeting was held at the Asa Adams School at 7:00 p.m., on the 
planned date. The need for a rate increase was reviewed my Mr. Horton. 
Questions from the floor were responded to by Mr. Horton and the Trustees. 
No major questions were presented that raised objection to the proposed 
rate increases. The proposed rate increases were accepted by the Public 
Utilities Commission and were in effect on Dec. 1, 1986. 


One question came up regarding the installation of Back-flow preventers 
on all homes. The Water District has to do this to comply with a state regu- 
lation. The Trustees voted that back-flow preventers be required on all new 
construction and on property that changes ownership. Water will not be 
turned on if this requirement is not met. The Town Manager, Code Enforce- 
ment Officers and Councils of both towns were informed of the requirement. 


The Trustees reviewed the list of priorities for improvements in the District 
and set up a list of jobs to be done with available resources. A major priority 
is the large project to improve the situation in the Noyes Drive area. We 
expect to purchase pipe for the job this year (1987) but will not have funds 
to do the work until 1988 or 1989.

Mr. James Parker was reappointed for a five year term by the Town of 
Veazie commencing in January 1987. Mr. William Aldrich was elected 
President of the Board for the calendar year 1987. 


The Trustees held 11 regular meetings and one special meeting during 
the year.

The year ending June 30, 1987 was another record year for the Orono 
-ublic Library. Circulation increased by 10% and 525 new cards were issued 
o patrons. 1,997 new titles were added to the coilection, of these 41 were 
nemorial donations. 


With funds provided by the Board of Trustees, American Legion, and 
he Kiwanis, a variety of programs were provided for children during the 
ummer of 1986. Special programs included storyteller Jackson Gilman, 
he Port Clyde Puppets, Mime by University of Maine students, and weekly 
/ideos. These were in addition to the regular Toddler Time, Storyhour and 
ceading Club. Toddler Time is the fastest growing program, with partici- 
vation weekly of 25 toddlers and parents. Toddler Time is scheduled for 
0:15 a.m. on Tuesdays. The storyhour is at 3:15 p.m. on Thursdays from 
september through May; in May it moves to Wednesdays at 10:15 a.m. 
or the summer. 


The library was once again a site for the Writers of the Library series 
n what proved to be the final year of the program which has been sponsored 
yy the Maine Arts Commission and the Maine State Library. During the 
986-87 series Mitchel Goodman, Susan Kenney, Cleopatra Mathis, and 
Michael Kimball were the participating writers. In addition the library and 
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the Orono Historical Society sponsored a program for the Orono Senior 
Citizens and the public in which the Norlands Living History Center 
presented two programs. 


Throughout the year the library continued to work with other community 
agencies and groups, including Adult Education, Parks and Recreation, the 
Orono Women’s Club, the D.A.R., and the Historical Society. Several 
members of the community receive books through the ‘‘Books to People’’ 
program, a program sponsored jointly by the library and the Orono Health 
Association. The library also served as a meeting place for the Orono 
Quilter’s Guild, the Historical Society, the Orono Conservation Commis- 
sion, the Orono Public Library Board of Trustees, and several Adult Edu- 
cation classes. 


With money bequeathed by Vera Hill to the library and funds from the 
Board of Trustees and the town, the library purchased a microcomputer 
to be used by the staff for management and technical tasks. In addition, 
Trustee funds were used to purchase the works of Jane Austen, the Brontees, 
and William Makepeace Thackery as well as continuing to purchase the 
Library of America series. Members of the Board of Trustees in 1986-87 
were Sarah Clark, Charles Russ, Andrew Abbott, Priscilla Heney, Kathy 
Schilmoeller, and Jere Armstrong. 


Our trustees and volunteers continue to give us much needed help. Without 
their continued support, the library would be unable to provide several of 
its services. 


On behalf of the Public Library staff, I would like to thank the residents 
of Orono for their continued support of this service and encourage those 
residents who have never used our facility to do so.

I submit the following report to the citizens of Orono. 


A total of 2,203 visits were made by the Orono Nursing Service in 
1986-87. These visits constitute both physical and emotional support. Visits 
include home health care, health promotion, maternal and child health edu- 
cation, blood pressure monitoring, emergency medical care in the home, 
counseling and social services. 


The fall flu clinic was well attended. Flu vaccines are offered to citizens 
of Orono, 65 years and older, for a minimal fee. Blood pressures were taken 
at the time of the clinic. Board members of the Orono Health Association 
were invaluable help, hostessing and putting the patients at ease. 


Blood pressure monitoring is done every Thursday morning form _ 


8:30-9:30 a.m. in the Nurse’s office. This service is provided for any person 


concerned about his/her blood pressure or anyone whose doctor wants blood 


pressure monitored between doctor visits. 


The Thanksgiving and Christmas holiday season is a busy time—assuring 


that people in the community are provided with food and gifts. The | 
Kiwanis/Legion Christmas Party is a highlight for the children as well as _ 


for the adults who attend. 


The dental clinic is a project of the Orono Health Association—supported 
by the proceeds of the Thrift Shop. Five area dentists participate and 
volunteers transport the children. 


With the cooperations of the Orono Health Association and Asa Adams 
School, a Doll and Teddy Bear Clinic was held for children K thru grade 
3. It was a very successful program which helped to teach the children the 
importance of good medical care. The children were a delight to work with 
and became quite serious about the event. 
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My thanks to the citizens of Orono for their support and to all the 
volunteers who contribute so much to make this a special community.

The Orono Parks and Recreation Department is pleased to review the 
1986-87 year for the citizens of Orono with the following report: 


Recreation is often defined as ‘‘an activity engaged in voluntarily during 
free time and motivated by the satisfaction it gives to the participant’’. 
Whether it is learning to swim at the Nickerson Swimming Pool, attending - 
a band concert in the park, skating with the family at the outdoor skating 
rink, or enjoying a game of softball; this department strives to ensure a 
satisfying experience for the participant by offering the best well-rounded 
recreational program possible. 


Summer programs were well attended with many activities having an in- ° 
creased number of participants over the previous year. The playground pro- : 
gram had 142 children registered with an average daily attendance of 48. 
American Red Cross swim instruction was received by 283 youngsters. 
Other summer activities include T-Ball, Farm League, Youth League, and 
Olympic League Baseball, Adult and Youth Tennis Lessons, Lassie League 
Softball, Girls Fast Pitch Softball, Adult Softball League, Soccer Clinic, 
Basketball Clinics, Community Band Concerts, and Girls and Boys Evening 
Basketball League. | 


Fall and Winter programs include PeeWee and Biddy Soccer, Introductory 
Soccer, Field Hockey, Flag Football, Men’s Basketball, Women’s 
Volleyball, Senior Citizens Trips, PeeWee and Biddy Basketball, Open Gym 
Activities, Outdoor Ice Skating, Jazz and Ballet, Mini-Day program, and 
the very popular Youth Hockey Program. 
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Spring programs include Arts and Crafts, Indoor Soccer, School Vacation 


Activities, Indoor Adult Golf Lessons, Mini-Days, and Baseball Evaluation 
Day. 


Special events are an added dimension to the ongoing schedule of pro- 
grams offered by the Parks and Recreation Department. The First Annual 
Easter Egg Hunt was a new event last spring with 165 youngsters par- 
ticipating. Our Father-Daughter Valentine Dance continues tobe extremely 
popular and we look forward to this annual event. Other special events 
include the Festival Day Road Race and Fun Run, Hershey Track and Field 
| | Program, and “‘Santa Claus Wants To Talk To Me’’. 


A welcome addition to the outdoor skating program was completed this 
year when the Orono High School Industrial Arts Class constructed a 
warming building next to the skating rink. We will now be able to offer 
supervised skating with a comfortable building to warm skaters. 


In June of 1987, the Parks and Recreation Department dedicated the new 
solar blankets and rollers which were given by the Orono Friends of the 


Pool. The blankets will enable the water temperature to remain at a com- 
fortable level.

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Projects completed during the 1986-87 year include new energy efficient 
windows installed at the Senior Citizen Center and improvements to the 
second floor of the Anderson Community House. New landscaping was 
added to the Community House with the help of the Orono’s Women’s Club. 
Projects planned for the coming year include continued renovations to the 
second floor of the Community House and Vinyl Siding for the Senior 
Citizens Center.

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Report of the Planning Board 


Once again, the Planning Board has had a very active year. We have 
acted on several home occupations and minor zone changes. The Board has 
approved multi-family projects, single-family projects and our first project 
in the R & D Park. 


The Resi-mercial zone continues to see activity directed to our multi-family 
housing needs. There was a project completed this past summer and another 
project should be completed shortly. There are a variety of housing con- 
cepts in the resi-mercial zone from home occupations to rental apartments. 


The Johnny Mack Brook Subdivision was approved, opening up 23 single- 
family house lots off Main Street. There was also a three lot subdivision 
approved on Forest Avenue in the Forestry and Agriculture zone. 


The Research & Development Park has its first building going up as an 
incubator facility for small businesses. There is discussion of further 
development on the same lot and future development on other sites within 
the R & D Park by the master developer. 


Ron Poitras of Penobscot Valley Council of Governments has been working 
with the Planning Board as a consultant on a variety of issues we are 
addressing. Ron comes to us with a great deal of planning experience and 
knowledge in Community Planning. 


The Board has worked hard this past year with Ron Poitras to reorganize 
_ the Zoning Ordinance. We have attempted to reformat the ordinance in a 
more orderly fashion which will result in an easier document to read. This 
project has required Ron, Stan, Ruth and the Board to work many extra 
hours at Planning Board workshop meetings. My thanks to the people who 
contributed to those extra hours. 


The Planning Board will be presenting our proposed Land Use Ordinance 
(Zoning Ordinance) to the Council in the very near future.

Orono Volunteer Rescue Squad 


EVENTS OF IMPORT 


This June, Bob and Judy Tredwell retired from the Squad after 14 years 
of service. The magnitude of their contribution to OVRS is unquantifiable. 
Both were instrumental in the formation of the Squad. They donated their 
barn to house the ambulance from 1974 to 1980. Bob was Chief of Oper- 
ations for the first 6 years of operation. Judy was training officer from the 
squad’s inception until 1985. In addition, they donated countless hours of 
time and money to insure the squad’s smooth operation. It was only as other 
squad members assumed their duties that the enormity of their contribution 
to the squad (and thus the town) began to be understood. We wish them 
well in their future endeavors. 


OPERATIONS HISTORY 


During the last fiscal year the ambulance was called out 311 times. Of 
those, 273 resulted in the examination and treatment of one or more patients, 
(total patients-280). The remaining 38 calls were a combination of fire stand- 
bys, cancellations, false calls, and public service standbys (football games 
and Kiwanis auction). Of these 273 calls, 223 (227 patients) required the 
transport of at least one patient to a local hospital or other medical facility. 
Table I below presents the destinations of those 223 trips. And Table II 
presents the origin of the 273 requests for assistance. 


Despite the fact that members must be paged and respond from their homes 
or places of work, our response times (time from request for help to arrival 
of the ambulance) are excellent. The average is 6.7 minutes and the median 
is 6 minutes. Table III presents response times and the percent of calls less 
than or equal to those times. 


Last year I reported that staffing had become a serious problem and that 
the number of active members had dropped to 15. That situation has not 
changed. We were able to recruit three new members, but we lost two. 
During this past June the number of active members dropped to twelve, 
due to UM student members’ departure for the summer. The active members 
contributed 20,184 man hours of service. This number is down from last 
year, again reflecting the need to operate with two-man rather than three- 
man crews. 


FUTURE PLANS/GOALS 


We must continue our recruiting efforts. Hopefully, a few more interested 
individuals can be found to increase our staffing levels. One possible avenue 
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of recruitment is the use of CPR instruction. The Squad has several CPR 
instructors and I plan to offer a CPR course or two in hopes of attracting 
some individuals who are interested in emergency first aid. 


CONCERNS OF THE CHIEF 


Clearly, the shortage of staff is my main concern. In this report last year 
I indicated I had hoped to recruit several new members. The resulting net 
gain of one new member is, to me, unacceptable. During this past year 
many different methods were used in an attempt to make the residents of 
the town aware of our need for members. It is unclear whether potential 
volunteers still do not know of the need or whether there are no volunteers. 
What is clear is that no one has come forward as a result of our advertising 
efforts. What gains we have made have come from personal contacts 
members made while assisting in training courses in the area. This is too 
late. We need to discover ways to attract individuals to the training courses. 


It is virtually impossible to solve the staffing shortage immediately. As 
a consequence, OVRS will be operating with short crews and will, occasion- 
ally, not be available when requested. When the ambulance is not available 
the dispatcher will be directed to refer the call to the Brewer-based pro- 
prietary service called Medec. 


Operation at these low staffing levels should not continue indefinitely. 
If the membership of the squad is not increased by at least five new, very 
active members by the end of this fiscal year, I suggest the Board consider 
restructuring OVRS (possibly in conjunction with the Town) to involve a 
mixture of paid and volunteer members. 


CONCLUSION 


This past year, though not without its headaches, has been a good one 
for OVRS and with a renewed involvement on the part of the town’s people 
the next could be good also. I thank the Board and the Town Council for 
their support.

The year 1987 has been a challenging one for the Orono Health Associ- 
_ation. Once again we have met many of the community’s needs. We hope 
the past year has been as kind and generous to you as you have been to 
the recipients of our services. This years officer’s are: Helen Freeman, Presi- 
dent; Dawn Halsted, Secretary; and Eileen Rideout, Treasurer. 


The Books to People program is still in operation and we would like to 
expand this program so that more shut-ins can combat the winter BLAHS. 
May Lewis has become the Librarian for the Senior Citizens Building. She 

exchanges the books on a monthly basis. 


Bev Styrna, Town Nurse, coordinated two clinics this year: a question 
and answer session on AIDS and a Flu clinic. She reported that fifty eight 
residents received Flu shots. 


Our Dental Clinic started in 1970 with 59 students. That number reduced 
to 31 students in 1987 as a result of continuous care and dental education 
at home and in the schools. 


The Loan Closet, which is available to all residents of Orono, has been 
greatly improved. All the heavy equipment such as walkers, wheelchairs, 
car seats, etc. have been moved to the basement of the Senior Citizens 
building for easier access. Francis Dupuis has refurbished all the wheelchairs 
and we have recently acquired a child’s wheelchair and an infant car seat. 
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Meals for Me has been in service for Orono since 1973. According to 
our records only once have we been unable to provide a volunteer driver. 
Truly an outstanding achievement! THANK YOU Meals for Me drivers. 


Medical appointments fluctuate with the seasons and we have been bom- 
barded with calls this year. We proudly report that our volunteers have met 
every request, even those with short notice. We are proud of our volunteer 
drivers. 


On August 25th, we co-sponsored a blood drive with the Red Cross and 
obtained 50 pints. Our thanks to the Board members and all the other 
volunteers who helped make this possible. 


Our MS Program begain in 1980 as a service by friends for a friend and 
was a part of OHA until this past summer. Since the retirement of the 
patient’s husband, the program was discontinued. For everyone who took 
part in this service we offer our sincere appreciation and hope you will con- 
tinue to help us in other ways. 


Our main source of income is the Marion Sullivan Thrift Shop and Bou- 
tique. The faithful volunteers who work there have done an excellent job 
this year and the income from the shop has increased. Many thanks to you 
all. We would like to express our appreciation to the many community 
groups and individuals for their generous donations. 


Sarah Hasbrouck continues to coordinate the Trained Family Aide Pro- 
gram and reports that her aides are always in demand. 


A future project will be the continuation of the OHA history. We hope 
to have it completed in time for the 1989 Annual Meeting when we will 
be celebrating our 20th birthday.

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Report of the 
Traffic Safety Committee 


The Orono Traffic Safety Committee met the second Thursday of the 
month and the committee discussed, researched and recommended positions 
relative to street parking bans, street light placements, a pedestrian walk 
light, traffic lights, stop signs and nuisance parking problems. 


The Committee requested of the MDOT a pedestrian walk light study 
on Stillwater Avenue at or near Sylvan Road and a stop sign study on Ben- 
noch Road at its Forest Avenue intersection. Studies were made and both 
requests denied. We have requested the completion of the Pine Street Traffic 
Signal System. Hopefully after much delay, that will be completed in the 
near future. The Committee also looked into moving the mailbox on Bennoch 
Road at the Post Office and were told it cannot be moved. 


We recommended that MDOT reinstate the 35 MPH speed limit on Col- 
lege Avenue. After holding public meetings concerning parking, we recom- 
mended banning parking on several streets for expediting emergency vehicles 
and for safety. The committee also held public meetings and had much input 
from citizens as well as had discussion with Council and other Town 
Officials concerning a ban on Forest Avenue parking. While not ideal traffic 
conditions, the Committee determined there was not a safety hazard and 
recommended to the Council that parking remain as is. It was suggested 


_ at Public Meetings and at the Council Hearing that the Council consider 


other alternatives for solving cluster parking. 


We will be looking at and recommending suggestions to the Planning | 
Board as they seek to revise the Orono Land Use Ordinance.

It gives me great pleasure to submit my first annual report on the status 
of Orono’s public schools. 


This community’s tradition of providing a high level of quality education 
was clearly in evidence during the 1986-87 school year. Accomplishments 
in the critical areas of instruction and curriculum were particularly note- 
worthy as they were the focus of a state-required “‘School Improvement 
Plan’’. This plan, which outlines specific topics to be addressed over the 
next five years, was completed through the efforts of Madeline Clement 
and a number of teachers and administrators. Orono’s submission received 
recognition as an outstanding document that centered on improving pupil 
learning at both the elementary and secondary levels. 


Pupil academic performance and participation continued to be hallmarks 
of our schools. Measures of pupil achievement on a variety of standardized 
tests were substantially above both state and national averages. Eighty per 
cent of the Class of ’87 went on to post-secondary education. At the same 
time, student participation in a wide range of co-curricular programs was 
outstanding, and must be considered one of the unique features of Orono 
schools. 


As your new Superintendent, I would be remiss in failing to acknowledge 
the concern for pupils and the strong classroom instructional skills that are 
demonstrated by the professional staff. The dedication and effort of teachers, 
as well as the non-professional staff, are strong positive factors that con- 
tribute to the quality of education provided to pupils. 


I am pleased to report that the annual audit of accounts found that the 
financial procedures and statements of the Orono School Department were 
accurate and in proper order. While maintenance and repair projects were 
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directed primarily at the Jr.-Sr. High School, planning is underway for a 
number of projects at the Asa Adams School for the next fiscal year.

Our school year began on September 1, 1987 with an enrollment of 426 
students. This was an increase of 42 from our closing enrollment in June. 


This year we are pleased to be able to offer a Transitional First Grade 
class, which will become a regular part of our program. We also offer a 
Transitional Second Grade on a one-year only basis. When thinking of early 
childhood education we do not believe all children are developmentally ready 
to move from Kindergarten to Grade One. We know that children of the 
same chronological age can have large developmental differences which 
do not relate to intelligence. Not all six-year-olds have established right’ 
or left handedness, eye tracking ability may vary and capability to remain 
seated and stay focused varies. Some six-year-olds can concentrate on a- 
task for only several minutes, others for fifteen or twenty minutes. These 
factors obviously have a great deal to do with a child being able to meet 
First Grade expectations. For these reasons it is very important for some » 
children to have the gift of an extra year of time. 


During this school year we are taking the first steps in redefining our 
program for Gifted and Talented students. By school year 1990-91 all Maine 
schools are to have implemented a clearly defined G/T Program. Mrs. 
Barbara Wicks, our G/T Coordinator, is in the process of working with 
staff, students and community in order to define Orono’s response to this 
state mandate. 


Also during this school year the staff will be involved in looking at other 
aspects of our program. Our K-12 curriculum focus will be on 
Reading/Language Arts. Teachers will be involved in a comprehensive ex- 
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amination of our present curriculum, our desired Language Arts philosophy 
and the formulation of any revision that is considered necessary. 


We will also have a sizeable number of teachers involved in the prepa- 
rations for meeting yet another state mandate. Starting with next school 
year, the entire process of teacher certification will be different. Teachers 
will have a much more active role in the recertification of their fellow pro- 
fessionals. They will be involved in peer coaching and the establishing of 
professional goals and objectives. 


In addition to what has already been mentioned, we as a staff happily 
look forward to the challenges and rewards of teaching the children of this 
community.
